HOW TO CONTROL 

CATERPILLAR MENACE 
. SWEEPING COUNTRY 
Second Generation In August, Expect- 


ed to be Much More Numervous 
Than the Present Horde 


The following article written by 
Prof. E. H. Stri-kland of the Depart- 
ment of Entomology of tne Univer- 
sity gives full information on how to 
identify and deal with this insect. 

Every day our mail contains re- 
quests for inforamtion regarding thy 
habits of the small light brown moths 
that apparently are swarming along 
the sid:s of the roads in almosi every 
district in the northern half of Al- 
berta. 

Since, if the season is favorable t. 
them, many people will soon be en- 
countering the caterpillars trom the 
eggs that have been laid by the moths, 
it is as well that everyone familiar- 
izes himself at once with their appear 
ance, habits and control. 

The moths have laid enormous num 
bers of eggs on the leaves of various 
plants, particularly those of weeds 
such as lamb’s quarters. From these 
will hatch small greenish yeilw cates 
pillars with conspicuous bla-k stripe 
and circles on their bodies, When 
they are very numerous, and there is 
every indicaticn that they will be ex 
extremely numerous this year, they 
goon devour all of the plants on which 
the eggs were lnid. They then move 
across country in dense armies in 
search of more f-:4. 

Fortunately for grain producers 
beet webworms will not eat wheat 
They hardly touch oats or barley. 
When an army of them passes throug: 
@ grain field they will destroy every 
weed in their line of march. What- 
ever harm they do elsewhere they 
more than offset this damage by thor 
oughly cleaning grain fields of weeds, 

Apart from grains and grasses 
they are however, general feeders. 
They derive their name of beet web- 
worm from the fact that an army 
which passes through a sugar beet 
field leaves nothing but ruin in its 
wake. Flax, clover, alfalfa and sun- 
flowers are similarly Jnost severely 
eaten to the ground. 

Possibily it is gardens that suffer 
most severely. Practically no gard:n 
produce is immune from them, An 
army makes a clean sweep of every- 
thing with the possible exception of 
tomatoes. Fortunately, ak:y do nov 
gat potatoes very readily when any 
other food is available. 

When an army of webworms starts 
to march, nothing will deter them 
from continuing along the line they 
have chosen. We have seen an entire 
army enter and drown in a horse 
trough that was in their line of march 
and another ascend a three storey 
building, go over the roof and down 
On the other side. Trains have fre. 
quently been stopped in Alberta by 
armies that are crossing the tracks, 

If an army is entering a garden, 
steps should be taken immediately to 
destroy them before many of them 
have possession or it will be almost 
impossible to save anything, 

Plough a deep furrow along the 
threatened side and immediate‘y treat 
this furrow with poisoned bait. Or- 
dinary poisoned bran, as employed for 
cutworms, is effe:tive but a cheaper 
and more effective bait can be made 
frém any favorite food plant. 

Pull about 50 pounds of weds, such 
as ‘amb’s quarters, sprinkle with suf- 
ficient water to moisten them thor- 
ovghly and dust over the heap one 
pound of white arsenic or paris green. 
Turn over the heap of weeds constant- 
ly with a tork, during and after the 
aidition of the poison, till you are sure 
that all of it is coated with a little 
peiscn. 

The bait is now ready for applica- 
tion to the furrow, along the bottom 
of which the plants should be evenly 
scattere/l. : 

Few caterpillars that enter the poi- 
soned furrow will leave it without feed 
ing, but, if they are extremely numer- 
ous, @ second baited furrow should

A Message From The Prince 


Lowest Price in 15 Years 
“Fresh trom the Gardens” 


In January of this year, the Prince of Wales addressed a message to the 
youth of Great Britain at a large meeting held in the Royal Albert Hall, 
London, England. That message is just as applicable to the youth of 
Canada as it is to the youth of the Old Land, and we, therefore, reproduce 
the speech, in part, as follows: 

Youth cannot long remain a spectator of life, it will only be a short 
time before the work of the world will be placed on your shoulders to carry. 
Many tasks wait for your help; knowledge to be discovered, open spaces to 
be peopled, natural resources to be developed, sickness to be conquered, and 
wrongs to be righted. With these high quests bfore you, you will realize 
that the mere acquisition of material things is not in itself the fulfilment 
of an individual or a national purpose, and is as little, compared with the 
satisfaction derived from your own effort, especially when that effort ad- 
vances human welfare and happiness. 


I want you to understand that we are not just facing a few months of 
“grin and bear it,” but that we must get into training for a long period ot 
work—hard work and effort, sustained despite possible discouragements, You 
must be prepared, as others have been before, to enlist “for the duration,” 
without asking how much may in the long run be required of you. 

You cannot hope to influence directly the trend of international affairs, 
but close at hand is a domestic problem, vast and baffling if looked at 
in the mass, though easier to help when broken up into individual pieces. It 
{s made up of men and women, boys and girls. I am, as you will have 
guessed, thinking of unemployment. I am thinking now neithe? in terms 
of economics nor of politics but of each member of the unemployed popula- 
tion as a single, separate personality, beset by depression, labouring under a 
sense of frustration and futility-—-a blank wall in front of him which he can 
neither climb over nor scramble round. My appeal here is not to statesmen, 
nor even to philanthropists, but to all those who are in work to play the part 
of neighbour and friend to the man out of work. That is the open road ot 
duty and a short cut to happiness all round. There is no central machinery 
here in London that can provide a substitute for the good neighbour. 


The enemy today is depression and apathy, Let us attack them with 
two of our old-fashioned characteristics—good sense and good humour. 1 
believe there are groups of the unemployed here and there, dead sick of 
prolonged idleness, who are themselves feeling out toward ways of giving 
their unhired labour in co-operative effort for the help of others in need. It 
is up to us to back such attempts with every possible support. Get to- 
gether wherever this burden lies heaviest, face up to the most urgent local | 
need, and see if the community on the spot cannot make its own self- 
directed contribution toward this vast problem. So far as is humanly possible 
let us break it up into little pieces and refuse to be browbeaten into paralysis 
by its size. I am talking, I repeat, neither on the economic nor on the 
political plane, but on the humane plane of simple friendship in those places 
where the clouds are darkest, where the pits are closed or the furnaces 
damped down.

Systems In Contract 


The average contract bridge play- 
er, at the present time is agog over 
the controversy raging around the 
different systems of playing. There 
are four principal systems now being 
exploited by their different sponsors. 
|In order of importance they rank as 
| follows:— 
| 1st. The Approach-Forcing Sys- 
jtem (Sponsored by Culbertson). 
2nd. The Official System (Spon- 
sored by Lenz.et Al). 

8rd. The One Over One (Sponsor- 
ed by Geo. Reith and The Knicker- 
bocker Whist Club). 

4th. The Vanderbilt Club (Spon- 
sored by Harold Vanderbilt). 

A system in Contract may be de- 
| fined as an attempt to put into a form 
easy to learn, the methods the good 
jcard player have always used. This 
being so, it is certain that, as most 
|card players use the same methods 
with slight variations, any system can 
differ from any other system only 
slightly. And this isso. The varia- 
jtions in all four systems are slight 
}and the good contract player is, as a 
|rule, familiar with all the systems, 
|and can, if asked to do so, play any 
| system his partner desires to play. 
| The Approuch-Forcing System 
The salient points of the Approach- 
| Forcing System are as follows:— 
| 1st. The opening bid of one which 
|must have a minimum of 21% honor 
jtricks and four playing tricks, and 
|may have & maximum of six honor 
tricks and seven or eight playing 
tricks, 
2nd. The weak no trump takeout 
| by the partner of the original bidder. 
This is made on a maximum of one
